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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. First, 
Applicant argues that the gratings of Meli are acting as a filter and not a switch. However, Examiner finds nowhere in the claims that the 
reflector gratings "act as switches." The language merely states that they are "switchable." Applicant furthers the argument by asserting 
that Bragg gratings of Meli are tunable for a single use and not switchable "on the fly." However, Examiner finds no merit to this argument 
because nowhere in the claims is this limitation "on the fly" found. In addition, the fact that the gratings are "tunable" and capable of doing 
so for a "single use" clearly satisfies the language of the claims. Applicant's second argument is that the path length variation in the Than 
reference is strictly "incidental" and can therefore fails to suggest the second missing element as "teaching away." However, Examiner 
disagrees. The Than reference does not teach "great variations" in length as Applicant incorrectly assumes. Instead, the reference 
merely suggests that there is range of lengths may vary greatly. And whether or not it is "incidental," it is clear that the Than reference 
teaches the limitations of the claimed invention. As a result, the Rejection is not withdrawn. 
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
